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Definitions:

Tropical Disturbance: A discrete tropical weather
system of apparently organized convection -- origi-
nating in the tropics/ subtropics, & maintaining its
identity for 24 hrs or more.

Tropical Depression (T.D.): A tropical cyclone in
which the maximum sustained surface wind is 33
kts (38 mph) or less.

Tropical Storm (T.S.): A tropical cyclone in which 
the maximum sustained surface wind speed ranges 
from 34 – 63 kts (39 –73 mph).

Hurricane (H.): A tropical cyclone in which the 
maximum sustained surface wind is 64 kts (74 mph) 
or more.
